A Worthy Tribute. 
The death of James E. Sullivan, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Amateur Ath- 
letic union, American Olympic com- 
mission and famous amateur sports 
authority, removes an American track 
and field devotee 
who was 
noted 
throughout the world as an expert on 
all forms of athletic competiton. His 
decisions and records were accepted 
in all countries where track sports 
are held as being absolutely correct. 
Since the death of "Father Bill" Cur- 
tin he has been considered the world's 
foremost athletic authority and much 
of the success of the modern revival 
of the Olympic games, both from an 
American and 
international 
stand- 
point, was due to his untiring efforts 
at home and abroad. 
That he was particularly fitted for 
this work was due to his early ath- 
letic competitive career and his stead- 
fast devotion to all forms of field 
sports. In the early days of Ameri- 
can athletic games Sullivan earned 
fame equal to that accorded champi- 
ons o£ the present day. His greatest 
athletic victory was the winning of 
the all-around championship in 1880- 
1881 of the Pastime A. C. 
This competition was unusually se- 
vere in the old days, consisting of 
100. 440, 8SO yard runs, one mile, five 
mile, one hour, three hour runs, 25 
mils walk, high and broad jump, shot 
and hammer events. Although an all- 
round athlete his best peformances 
were in the one-half and mile runs. 
He won many prizes in other forms 
of competition, including amateur box- 
ing and wrestling honors, tug-of-war 
events and swimming. Sullivan prized 
his medals and trophies to the day of 
his death and left a trunk full of gold 
and silver emblems won on the ath- 
letic field in addition to those1 be- 
stowed upon him by foreign govern- 
ments, in later years, for his work in 
connection with the Olympic games.

"The loss of life in the Russo-Japa- 
nese, contrasting it with other wars, 
has been recently commented upon as 
follows: 


'"In the Russo-Turkish war 80,000 


men died from disease and 20,000 from j 
wounds. 
It is ass erterl by eminent] 
authority that in six months of the | 
Crimean campaign the allied forces 
lost 50.000 from disease and only 2,000 
from bullets. A man who remembered 
that campaign, an ex-president of the 
Xe\v York Academy of Music, told me 
tha.t he had seen whole regiments.die 
from disease without ever reaching 
the firing line. 
" 'In our war with Mexico the pro- 


portion of losses was about three from 
disease to one from bullets, and in 
our great civil war nearly the same 
proportion obtained. 
In round num- 


bers, of the hundreds of thousands of 
fatalities in that conflict nearly three- 
quarters 
of 
them 
resulted 
from 
disease. 


"'No lessons seem to have been 


learned from these frightful 
experi- 
ences, for later statistics show no im- 
provement. In the French campaign 
in Madagascar in 1894. 14,000 men 
were sent to the front, of \vhotn 29 
were killed in action and 7.000 per- 
ished from preventable disease. 
In 


the Boer war in South Africa the Eng- 
Hsh losses from disease were simply 
frightful, greater even than in our 
c;vj.l war. 


" 'But the crowning piece of imbe- 


cilit:,- was reserved for our war with 
Spain, when, in .1898. more than thir- 
teen men wen? needlessly sacrificed to 
ignorance and incompetency for every 
one who died from battle casualties, 
and that, too, in a war the chief cam- 
paign of which lasted only six weeks." 
* * * 


One of the horrors of war, not men- 


tionp-1 when battle fatalities are re- 
ported, is forcefully brought out in thi 
aftermath, from the pen of a recent 
writer. 
The figures quoted arc from 
statistics 
which 
are 
reliable, and 


from experiences through which the 
armies, now engaged, are passing, it 
is safe to say that the hospitals will 
furnish their full quota to the long 
list of lives sacrificed. « 
But little is known of the suffering 


and privation in Russia and Austria- 
Hungary because tho only news that 
sifts through., is meagrp reports of en- 
gagements, and the success or fail- 
ure of contending forces, but when 
the history is written it will be found 
that the fatalities Jrom disease are 
appalling. 


The two great armies facing each 
other, in France, on battle fields 
which have for extent, no parallel in 
history, are losing heavily every day 
by shot and shell, but not a circum- 
stance to the victims whose names 
will later be added to the long list of 
dead. 


The trenches where these men seek 
protection, are filled with water, and 
the cold rains contribute to the dis- 
comfort. Lack of food and sleep, add- 
ed to exposure, sap vitality, and dis- 
ease follows a? a natural result. 


There may be something of glorv 


in the supreme sacrifice which men 
make when they drop down in the 
ranks at the front, while the battle 
wages. Monuments -may mark their 
final resting place, and their names 
may live in song and Btory, but the 
world soon forgets the larger army 
which wastes away from disease. The 
brave hearted men of this army are 
:iow the less heroic, but their passing 
:s no* spectacular.

The Brissago conference has been 


written about time after time as 
though it were a gathering of the very 
flower of humanity. Perched up there 
by the freak or wisdom of Leblanc, It 
bad a certain Olympian quality, and 
the natural tendency of the human 
mind to elaborate such a resemblance 
would have ns give Its members the 
likenesses of gods. It would be equallj 
reasonable to compare It to one of 
those enforced meetings upon the 
mountain tops that must have occurred 
In the opening phases of the deluge. 
The strength of the council lay not in 
.Itself but in the circumstances that 
had quickened Its intelligence, dispelled 
Its vanities and emancipated it from 
traditional ambitions and antagonisms. 
It was stripped of the accumulations 
of centuries, a naked government with 
all that freedom of action that naked- 
ness affords. 
And its problems wtsve 


set before it with a plainness that was 
out of all comparison with the compli 
cnted and perplexing Intimations of the 
former time. 


The world on which the council look- 


ed did Indeed present a task quite suf- 
ficiently immense and altogether too 
urgent for any wanton Indulgence In 
internal dissension. It may- be inter- 
esting to sketchjin a few phrases tile 
condition of mankind at the close of 
the period of warring slntes. in the 
year of crisis that followed the release 
of atomic power. It was a world ex- 
traordinarily limited when one meas- 
ures it by later standards, and St watt 
no-w in a state of the direst confusion- 
and distress. 
| 


It must be remembered that at this 


time men had still to spread into enor- 
mous areas of,the'land surface of the 
globe. There were vast mountain wil- 
dernesses, sandy deserts and frozen 
lands. Men still clung closely to -wa- 
ter and arable soil in temperate or sn)« 
wruyn-u i-ncxratea, trucj nvcu auuuuano 
!y only In river valleys, and all their 
great cities had grown upon large nav- 
igable rivers or close to ports upon the 
sea. Over great areas even of this suit- 
able land flies and mosquitoes armed 
with infection had so far defeated hu- 
man Invasion, and under their protec- 
tion the virgin forests remained un- 
touched. 
Indeed, the whole world, 


even In Its most crowded districts, was 
filthy with flies and swarming with 
needless Insect life to an extent which 
is now almost incredible. A population 
map of the world in 1950 would have 
followed seashore and river course so 
closely in its darker shading as to give 
an Impression that homo sapiens was 
an amphibious animal. His roads and 
railways lay also along the lower con- 
tours, only here and there to pierce 
some mountain barrier or reach some 
holiday resort did they clamber above 
3,000 feet And across the ocean his 
traffic pnssed in definite lines. There 
were hundreds of thousands of square 
miles of ocean no ship ever traversed 
except by mischance. 


Into the mysteries of the solid glob* 


under his feet he had not yet pierced 
for five miles, and It was still not forty 
years since, with a tragic pertinacity, 
he bad clambered to the poles of th» 
earth. The limitless mineral wealth of 
the arctic and antarctic circles was 
still burled beneath vast accumula- 
tions of Immemorial Ice, and the secret 
riches of the Inner zones of the crust: 
were untapped and Indeed unsuspect- 
ed. The higher mountain regions'were 
known only to a sprinkling of guide 
led climbers and the frequenters of a 
few gaunt hotels, and the vast rainless 
'belts of land that lay.across-the conti- 
nental masses, from Gobi to Sahara 
and along the backbone of America, 
with their perfect air, their dally baths 
•of blazing sunshine, their nights of 
cool serenity and glowing stars and 
.their reservoirs of deep lying water, 
were as yet only desolations of fear 
and death to the common imagination. 
: And'now, under the shock of the 
atomic bombs, the great masses of 
population which had gathered Into 
the enormous, dingy town- centers of 
that period were dispossessed and scat- 
tered disastrously over the surround- 
ing rural areas. It was as If some 
.brutal force, grown impatient at last 
-at man's blindness, had with toe de- 
liberate Intention of a rearrangement 
of population upon more wholesome 
lines, shaken the world. The great In- 


tiering and lawless strangers. In some 
parts of the world famine raged, nnd 
in manyx regions there was plague. 
The plains north of India, which 
had become more and more dependent 
for the general welfare on the railways 
and that great system of Irrigation 
canals which the malignant section of 
the patriots bad destroyed, were In » 
state of peculiar distress; whole vil- 
lages lay dead together, no man heed- 
ing, and the very tigers and. pan there 
that preyed upon the emaciated sur- 
vivors crawled back infected into the 
jungle to perleh. Large areas of China 
were a prey to brigand bauds. 


It is a remarkable thing that no com- 


plete contemporary account of the ex- 
plosion of the atomic bombs survives. 
There are, "of coarse, innumerable al- 
lusions' and partial records, nndi it is 
from these that subsequent ages'must 
piece together the image of these dev- 
astations. 


The phenomena. It must be remem- 


bered, changed greatly from day to 
day, and even from hour to hour, as 
the exploding bomb shifted its posi- 
tion, threw off fragments or came into 
contact with water or a fresh texture 
of soil. 
Bhrnet, ..who came, within 


forty-miles of Paris early in October, 
is concerned chiefly with his account 
of the social confusion of tlie country- 
side and the problems of bis command, 
but he speaks of heaped cloud masses 
of stoam "all along the sky to the 
southwest" and of a red glare beneath 
these at night.. Parts'of Paris were 


i still burning, and-numbers of people 
'were camped In the fields even at this 


distance watching over treasured heaps 
of salvaged loot. He speaks, too, of 
the distant rumbling'of the explosion 
—"like trains going over iron bridges." 


Other descriptions agree with this; 


they all speak of thV'-'continuons rever- 
berations" or of the "thudding and 
hammering," or some such phrase, nnd 
they all testify to a huge pall of steam, 
from which rain would fall suddenly 
In torrents and amid which lightning 
played. Drawing nearer to . Paris, aa 
observer would have. found the sal- 
vage camps increasing In number and 
blocking tip the villages, and large 
numbers' of people, often starving nnd 
ailing, camping under Improvised tents 
because there, was .no place for th^n to 


go." Tlfe sky became'"tnore and more

A Six Room Bungalow—By John Henry Newson. 


"Home of Character, No. 200' 


In this design the main roof is brought out over the porch with a gable and a certain 


unity in architectural effect is produced. The gables as they slope to the ridge project out 
from the body of the house, giving somewhat of a Swiss effect. 
The porch walls and 


columns, as also the chimney, are carried out in reel brick, the body of the house., in wide 


. siding and the gables in vertical boards, all-combining to 
make the bungalow very pleasing in appearance. 


In this plan the living quarters have been -arranged 


1x> occupy one side of the house and the sleeping quarters 
the other, with the entrance to the sleeping quarters off 
of the dining room. The stairs to the attic space are reach- 
ed off of the dining room, and the basement, which occu- 
pies the rear half of the plan, is reached from a grade 
landing stairs out of the rear of the kitchen. The plan 
may be finished as the purchaser desires, but unless other- 
wire requested,'oak floors will be used throughout on the 
main floor, hardwood finish in the living room-and dining 
room and pine finish in the kitchen bedrooms and batb. 
The basement has a cement floor and the attic is finished 
with a rough floor and intended for storage purposes only. 


In the usual type of bungalow construction this design 


should be built for $3600. Size 30x48'feet.
